HE sinister shadow of the

sor. It is an oath-bound organ- 
ization, and heavy penalties are 
said to be threatened against 
any members who shall reveal 
the ritual and oath. From what 
has been made public, however, 
it is fairly evident that its main 
activities are directed against 
Jews and Roman Catholics. In 
many sections, moreover, it has 
usurped the prerogatives of 
courts and police officials, and 
without any warrant of law has 
wreaked its vengeance against 
members of communities who 
may have incurred the displeas- 
tf the Klan.

Such conditions render the law 
impotent and are the first step 
toward anarchy. It is possible 
that the nation-wide indigna- 
tion aroused by the crimes in 
question will stir up the Federal 
Government to exert all its

many years was revealed when 
the Italian liner Giuseppe Verdi ar 
rived in New York Jan. 20 from Genoa 
and Naples, bringing the crew of the 
Italian freighter Montello, which was 
abandoned, sinking, on last Wednesday 
about 500 miles east of Sable Island. 
The whole crew was saved after a day 
long conflict with wind and waves in 
which two lifeboats were smashed. 
With hatches stove in and rudder gone 
the derelict was left to founder with 
out a living thing on board except the 
rats. The ship's dog was saved with 
the men. 

Among the seamen saved were three 
Ameri¢ans and an Englishman who 
had shipped in Philadelphia for the 
run to Marseille One lifeboat from 
the Montello was dashed to pieces 
against the side of the Verdi. Those 
in it were cast into the sea with the 
dog, but life lines were throyn to the 
men and the dog was hauled on board 
in the arms of the cook. One sailor

San Luis Rey River in San Diego County, Cal. The 
filling has been done by hydraulic means and with 
fine, impervious clay. This type of dam was deter 
mined upon after it was found that solid bedrock 
did not exist as a base for a masonry dam. Swarms 
of teams and a force of 500 men have keen engaged 
in the work, and a record is claimed for speed in 
construction. It is intended to have a concrete 
up-stream on the dam and to have a spacious con- 
crete spillway completed in the present renth. The 
diam is 1,600 feet long on the crest at the height of 
117 feet, and is 600 feet thick at the base. The 
cost of the dam is given as $750,000, which is only 
a fraction of what a masonry or conrete dam would 
cost. The capacity of the reservoir is 55,000,000,000 
gallons, and it is destined to supply irrigation water 
to 49,000 thirsty acres of excellent soil.

VV THAT will be the reaction in 
Soviet Russia to the French oc- 
cupation of the Ruhr is yet to 
be demonstrated. There is evidence 
that some influential elements in Mos- 
cow” believe that the long-heralded 
strife of Russia with the so-called capi- 
talistic countries is at hand.
